The Noew York Tribune’s Washington eorres-
pondent writes:

The Becrotary of the Navy has called the at-
tention of Admiral Hoff, commanding thie North
Atlantic Squadron, now in Cuban waters, to the
fact that armed Spanish vessols are lo the habit
of searching American merchantimen, not only
in Bpanish waters, but in the neutral waters of
the Gulf of Mexico, for the purpose of nscer-
taining if any deserters are concealed in those
vessels, or that they ¢ontain arms and other con-
traband material for the Insurgent Cabuns, The
Department directs thut the Admiral keep avigi.
lant watch hereafter, and prevent any such in-
fraction of loternational law. aud advises him
that his duties are to protect not ouly Ameriean
citizens, but Amertean commerce as woll. He
is wlso ordered to prevent Ameriean wir vessels
from sgearching merchant vessels, it belng thely
duty to protect American trade, nnd not 1o wo-
lest it

The Cnase in Philadeliphin,

A writer in this clty for the same jourtal
says: —Probably in no other ety in the Unitod
States arc there so many Americnns ldentified
with the efforts of the Cubans to free thems-
selves ng lo this clty.

A gentleman
from this city accompanied the party to the
steamer, and returned to nesure the sympathizers
here of the safe departure of the expedition,
He states thut the stenmer cnrried o greater
quantity of arms and ammunition than wns ever
before sent at one time.

STARVATION ON THE PLAINS.

Destitutionfand Suflerings of the Sloux Indians.

Major Benjnmin Thompson, the agent of the
Dakota Sloux, who arrived in thss clty on
Thursday night from Fort Wadsworth, says the
St. Panl Press of May 2, reports the existence
during the winter and spring of extreme destitu-
tion and great suffering among the Sjoux Indinns
in the jurisdiction of thatagency. He states
that there are and have been ample supplies at
the fort, but not under his control. Bishop
Whipple, to whom the Government entrusted
the duty of furnishing supplies, has performed it
well, Lat, instead of entrusting their distribu-
tion to the agent, he has assigned that duty to

Dr. Daniels, recently appointed in place of
Mulor Thompson, though he has not yet re-
ceived his commission. The agent complaine

that the method of distribation adopted by Dr.
Danlels was defective and partial, the supplies
being issued on the representations of the chiefs
to persons designuted by them. and thut many
of the men living at a distance of from twenty
to forty miles from the fort received no food ut
all. The consequence, the Major says, is that
aome forty Indian children, and a number of old
women and others, have died of starvation,
Muany of the old women have been reduced to
such pitiful straits that they have been com-
k‘(-llml to sustain life by enting the hurk of trees.
Mr. Thompson relates gome heartrending cases
of destitution which fell under his own oye.
Huving no control over the supplies at the fort,
and no funds at his disposal for the relief of the
prevailing destitution, the Major was compelled
to draw on the improvement fund umder his
churge for that purpose; and by this menns
wis enabled 1o alleviate some portion of the
distress.

400,000 Spurions Twodollnr Netes Issned-
The Mowt Extensive Counterfeiting on ecord
~Imteresting AfMdavits,
Some further and very interesting develop-

mente in the case of the counterfeit Illu'.l.'lnn
currency were made publle In New York
at  the formal examination held ot the

Tombs Police Court before Justice Hogan, It
will be remembered that John Russ, W, H. H.
Jones, and Alphonse Brett were arrested on
Baturday and arralgned before the magistrate to
answer o complaint made by Avaristie Laroche,
the Haytien Minlster and Consul-General in the
Unlted Btates, who neonged them of having wil-
fully and knowingly entered into the manufac-
ture of 400,000 counterfell #2 notes of the Hay-
tien corrency, At the hearing there wore many
affidavits sworn to, but the statement of John
Russ proved the most interesting, as it furnishod
guch of the links In the ¢hain as had been with-
held by the detectives, and is appended as {ol-
lows: —
AFFIDAVIT OF JOUS RUSS,

John Russ, of No, 834 Sixth avenue, being sworn,
depores and saye—1 wm o native of Switzeriand, and
have resided fifteen years in the United Statesa; my
occupation 8 that of a wateh-cuse engraver; Tam
noguuinted with Admiral Ravignaox, Inte commander
of the Hayvtien man-of-war Alexandre Petion, and
alwo with OMeer Clede and OMcer Challet, the
Intter belng an oflcer of artillery on sald ahip: these
three ofleers ull spoke French—my mother tongue
in the month of Octobwer, 1567, Challet and Clede
came 0 my place of business in SiXth avenuae,
and brought me a sheet of bils of Haytien carrency
of the denomination of two dollars, and asked me i
I could engrave some ke them; 1 8add T conld not
Ao It myself, u& It was not my braneh of the cngray-
ing business, but that I thought T conld find some

one who could do it; this interview was held on
wn Sunday;: the oMceers remained at my place
about an hour; the whole converaation was
abiout these bills, the engraving, the paper,

receive 8125 at ecach delivery: they deposited
with me in advance §200, and were to pay besldes
#1908 for each 26,000 of the bills deliverad ; 1 dellversd
four instalments of the bills, and recefved the
amonnts agreed upon; from October untll the time
the bills were delivered, the oflcers mentioned weére
at my place ws often as onee o week ; the first guan-
tity of bills dellvered by me to Clede and Challet was
in Muarch or April, 18365, they Anld they would Keep
the bills untll the Alexandre Petion should be ready
to sull for Havel, and that they wouald e taken out
to Havti in that vessel: 1 conferred with Admiral
Ravignaux, the commander of the Alex-
andre  Petion, about fifteen  times  during a
ieriodd of two months, about this money which

lind had mannfetured ; the money for the second
one hundred thousand of bills was not promptly pald
by Challet and Clede, and they referrad e to the
Admiral for the balance of the money; 1 accordingly
demanded of Admiral Ravignanx the balanoe due me ;

my house until October, and then had the trapk and
contents stored at Seaman’s feed store In Fourth
street ; when arrested, on Saturday, 1 told OMeer Far-
liw where the trunk was stored, and he went und got
it and took it to Police Headquarters ; when the shoets
of bills were deliverad to me hy Brett & Co,, the num-
bvers, letters, and series were not inserted in the
centre: Challet and Clede gave me instructions as
10 whot should be Inserted there, and hrought
o my honse a German who could not speak French |
thie German, with some tyvpe, ink, and a stamp,
printed into the centre of the bill the letters, nuin-
ber, and serles—us, for instance, No, 66,004, Sie, B.
S: the same German stamped on the back of each
DLW black and o red stamp ; this German was at my
house in all about twenty days, eogaged in letter-
g, stamping, and nombering these billa; he was
patd for his services by Challet and Ciede, Russ fir-
ther testified that Clede and Challet had shiown him
-iwrmn-nﬁ of red, Wue, and yellow |ssucs of the
Haytien currency, representing fives, tens, fiftjes,
und one hundreds, and wanted to Know where they

| conkld have them printed.

The rest of the deposition of Mr. Russ wus
withtield from the representatives of the press
Ly Mr. Huwkins, the counsel for the Havtien
minlster, on the plen that it conined Informa-
tion implieating persons alleged to be enguged
in the manufacture of these colored issues who
have not been arrested.

It i= understood, however, that the aMdavits of
Ruas afford luformation thut shows that these
Haytien mnaval ofticers were engaged in pro-
curing the manufacture of these colored issucs,
and It is as yet pnknown how many of these
counterfeits have heen executed. As the en-
gravers and printers are Known, more arrests
muy be expected at an carly dav.

THE MINING DISTRICT.

The Sirike Commenced—Mines Deserted -The
Men Refusing to Work—The Sirike Spread-
ing Over the Entire Conl Reglon—No Deeds
of Yiolence Anticipnted.

Special Despateh to The Evening Telegraph.

Maven Cnusk, May 10.—Advices from the
conl mines are to the effect that the long-threat-
ened strike of the miners hns commenced, The
Summit Hill mines were deserted this morning.
Men congregated in groups, refusing to work.

A despatel from Brown's Run aunounces a
similar state of affairs there. The strikers are
under the impression that the Luzerne men are
ilso ont,

It is known that the men at Hyde Park have
not vet struck, but they ure hourly expected to
do so. They are probably awaiting advices from
It is reported that all the
mines in Luzerne connty, with the exception of
Hyde Park, have struck. Schuylkill county is
aleo ont, and there 18 no donbt but that before
to-morrow the strike will have extended over the
entire conl region.

As yet no acts of violence have been reported,
and none are anticipated, as the strikers appear
more peaceably inclined than on former occa-
siong of o like character.
